Four San Francisco youths, 
three 17 years old and one 16, 
faced life imprisonment today 
after being convicted of first- 
degree murder in the streetcar 
slaying of William P. Hall, 27- 
year-old eighth grade teacher at 
Ross School, last April 29. 
A Superior C o u r t jury of 
nine women and three men in 
San Francisco found the youths 
guilty of second degree rob- 
guilty also of second degree 
robbery after aoout two hours 
twenty minutes 
of 
delibera­ 
tion yesterday. Thee youths, 
cocky during the trial, broke 
down and cried. 
The youths are spared death 
in the gas chamber because 
they are less than 18 years 
old. 
T h e y 
were 
convicted 
of 


beating and robbing Hail in 
Dolores Park, San Francisco 
and then leaving his uncons­ 
cious form on s t r e e t car 
t r a c k s at 19th and Church 
Streets, where he was run over 
by a “J ” car. 
After the verdict was return­ 
ed late y e s t e r d a y , Judge 
Charles S. Perry set Sept. 15 
for hearing on a motion by 
Deputy Public Defender Joseph 
McNamara for a new trial. He 
set Oct. 2 for probation report 
and judgement. 
The convicted youths are: 
Larry Magee, 16, who admit­ 
ted organizing the attack, Alex­ 
ander Hall, 17, who said he was 
the first to knock Hall down; 
Michael Kilkenny, 17, who said 
he suggested the h u n t and 
d r o v e the getaway car; and 


William Castillo, 17, who ad­ 
mitted stomping on the head 
of the fallen teacher. 
Magee and Castillo had been 
free on bail. After the verdict 
was returned, Judge Peery re­ 
voked their bail and said, “If 
I had known all of the facts 
that were brought out in this 
trial, I would never have grant­ 
ed bail originally.” 
All four youths had police 
records before being arrested 
in Hall’s murder. 
At the trial, which began 
after jury selection on Aug. 23, 
Magee testified he organized a 
hunt by himself and three com­ 
panions to f i n d homosexals 
“and scare them.” 
Magee said they found Hall, 
who lived in San Francisco, 
walking a l o n e early on the 


morning of April 29. Magee 
testified, “I just asked him, 
‘Are you queer?” 
Magee said he and his com­ 
panions b e g a n beating Hall 
after he made an angry re­ 
sponse. 
The prosecution said there 
was no evidence that Hall was 
a homosexal. 


Asst. Dist. A 11 y. Nicholas 
Deriman asked Magee, “How 
do you scare a homosexal?” 
M a g e e replied, “You form a 
r i n g around him and taunt 
him.” 
The 
y o u t h s 
t o o k the 
teacher’s w a l l e t containing 
$2.25, then threw it into Stow 
Lake after reading of Hall’s 
death in the newspapers.

American student serving eight 
years in a Soviet prison on 
charges of spying. 
Joseph B. Norbury Jr., sec- 
cond secretary at the embas­ 
sy returned to Moscow today 
after spending one and a half 
hours with Makinen in his jail 
roll in Kiev yesterday but de­ 
clined to give out any details 
of his visit. 
The visit was unique in that 
the Soviets have rarely permit­ 
ted embassy officials to visit 
Americans imprisoned in the 
Soviet Union, although such a 
right is provided for by treaty. 
Makinen, a native of Chas- 
sell. Mich., was convicted by a 
Soviet military court Tuesday 
on charges of espionage during 
a tourist visit. The prosecution 
claimed he confessed. 
When Makinen’s conviction 
was announced the State De­ 
partment protested and denied 
he was a U.S. spy. 
Makinen, a graduate of the 
University of Pennsylvania in 
1960, was granted a Fullbright 
scholarship to study in Ger­ 
many. 
He disappeared while on a 
tour of the Soviet Union. The 
Soviets later disclosed he had 
been seized Julv 27.

Are National Seashore Plans 
Destroying Private Rights? 


Reproduced bcloir is thf> text of a Letter to the Ed ito r of thp Son Francisco 
Chronicle,-from Drake's Reach Estates, Inc. It answers an earlier letter to that 
newspaper from an adversary of certain private rights in the Drake s Ray are a.. • 


Editor, San Francisco Chronicle: 
In a recent letter to the Editor, Mr. George L. Collins, formerly 
with the National Park Service, stated that “ the public weal’’ is not 
represented by the action of the Marin County Supervisors in iccog- 
nizing and protecting private property rights at Drake's Bay. He also 
intimated the Federal Government has some inherent, superior rights 
in the area simply because National Park Service officials have long 
coveted the California seacoast. 
Such an irresponsible and callous disregard for cherished con­ 
stitutional rights should not go unchallenged. It is an extension of an 
astonishing barrage of propaganda, laced with canards and deceit, to 
which the public has long been subjected in connection with the pro­ 
posed National Seashore and Drake's Bay property. 
Typical of the approaches are Mr. Collins' erroneous references 
to our public statements on behalf of the Drake's Bay development. 
These statements, made in numerous public hearings— and to be re­ 
peated in the future as the truths they are— deal wuth the fact that 
the development was initiated in 1957— two years prior to the presenta­ 
tion of a National Seashore bill in Congress, and two years before the 
propaganda onslaught commenced. Those statements remain, unim­ 
peached. 
National surveys show that a vast part of the life savings of the 
American people are invested in their homes or other real property. 
This demonstration of faith in real property is based upon something 
exceedingly substantial: Fundamental guarantees contained in the United 
States Constitution and Bill of Rights. These guarantees were provided 
by patriot statesmen, intent on preserving the people's liberties and 
guarding against the abuse of power by the Federal Government. 
This, then, is the “ public weal ’— and may we be hopeful it will 
never be represented by a form of government wherein the mere whim 
of a bureaucrat results in automatic confiscation of private property 
without due consideration for private rights during—AND BEFORE 
such condemnation. 
The sacrifice of any fundamental and inalienable right in order 
to attain a “ public purpose’' is far too dangerous a precedent. A gov­ 
ernment, by so acting, could with equal disregard confiscate other rights 
tomorrow— perhaps those held equally dear by today’s advocates of 
a national seashore. 
We cannot, in good conscience or logic, object to the due-process 
acquisition by the Federal Government of private property tor worthy 
public purposes. This is a Constitutional right which, however distaste­ 
ful its exercise may occasionally be, cannot be denied or fought. 
What we do object to are the tactics of smear and misrepresenta­ 
tion during an extended period, long before the acquisition becomes a 
legal or moral certainty— which adversely affect property valiies and 
hence damage rights of private citizens in a democracy to own, lease, 
improve, develop, or use their own land. 
The ultimate acquisition of the national seashore, then, can well 
he the type of gift Shakespeare alluded to in his famous words: 
“ I FEAR THE GREEKS . . . BRINGING G IFTS” 
Perhaps the “ gift” of a national seashore “ to the people” should 
he more closely examined to see just what fundamental American rights 
are being lost by the methods being used to create it.

Governor Makes Two Fine 
Selections-Brown, Kofman 


Gov. Edmund G. Brown made two ap­ 
pointments this week which we hail. 
We often have spoken in this space 
about the ability and capacity of Ralph 
M. Brown, Democratic assemblyman 
from Modesto and s p e a k e r of the 
Assembly. 
As an assemblyman, Ralph Brown has 
proven his worth. He has been an out­ 
standing speaker, while not sloughing 
off his duties to his constituents. He 
stands high on our list for another rea­ 
son. It was he who, after failing pre­ 
viously, finally pushed through the free­ 
dom of i n f o r m a t i o n bill, the Ralph 
Brown Act, which has established the 
right of the public to know what govern­ 
mental agencies are doing. In making 
secret meetings of public agencies il­ 
legal, he has provided a service to all the 
people which few legislators can equal. 
In appointing him to the appellate 
court, Governor Brown (no relation) is 
undoubtedly strengthening the state’s 
judicial system. Unfortunately he weak­ 
ens the legislative system by taking 
Ralph Brown out of it. But we can’t have 
our cake and eat it too. 
The second appointment is of Abra- 


ham Kofman. publisher of the San Lean­ 
dro Morning News and the Alameda 
Times-Star, to the California Highway 
Commission. 
We are happy we now have a news­ 
paperman on the commission, w h i c h 
sets policy for the Division of Highways. 
Kofman is a good choice. A newspaper­ 
man all his life, except when delving 
into the savings and loan business, Kof­ 
man served as a director of the Califor­ 
nia Newspaper Publishers Association, 
and as such gained a broad view of the 
whole state and its problems. 
Although Governor Brown has seen 
fit not to place a Redwood Empire man 
on the commission in recent appoint­ 
ments, we think Kofman, unlike his 
predecessor John P u r c i o , is a man 
North Coast officials will be able to talk 
to. Whereas Purcio was seldom in the 
Redwood Empire except to attend Dem­ 
ocratic goings on, we'll wager Kofman 
will tackle the problems*of our area 
without partisan political machinations 
becoming involved.

Schools Foil To Teach 
How To Read, Write

this essay were a filly or a 
colt, ks blood lines could be 
stated like this: 
By the Saturday Review 
out of the Saturday Evening 
Post. 
In their current editions 
these periodicals deal with a 
tragedy of the modern United 
States. This tragedy is the 
dictatorship of an educational 
system that blimHy refused 
to teach Johnny how to read, 
how to spell, how to write 
Thomas M. Cooley n is 
Dean of the law School, Uni­ 
versity of Pittsburgh. His ar­ 
ticle in the Sept. 12 Saturday 
Review begins like this: 
"A MAJOR AND malignant 
disease has taken hold of the 
body of American education: 
the graduates of our colleges, 
including the best ones, can­ 
not write the English lan­ 
guage.” 
Dean Cooley’s article is 
captioned: “A Law School 
Fights Illiteracy." 
The article relates that this 
shocking illiteracy among col­ 
lege graduates is not limited 
to graduate schools of law. 
The deans of engineering, 
medicine—you name it—all 
complain that the bachelors 
of art or science with whom 
they contend are illiterates. 


DEAN COOLEY does not 
believe that faulty elementary 
school teaching of reading is 
the cause of ttiis alarming 
condition. Instead Dean Coo­ 
ley lays the blame on the fail­ 
ure of high school and col­ 
lege teachers to compel their 
students to learn to write by 
writing. 
The dean recommends that 
high schools and colleges bear 
down hard in their English 
courses on composition, ex­ 
pository writing. 
Maybe so. But how can 
they wnte if they cannot 
read, cannot spell? 
Frances W. RummeH writes' 
hi the current Saturday Eve­ 
ning Post of the catastrophe 
which has overtaken children 
in this country in the past 30 


yean. It was about 30 year* 
ago that Columbia Teacheir 
College went overboard for 
progressive education and in 
the process abandoned the 
phontetic system of teaching 
reading to first and earty 
grade elementary school cbfi- 
dreiL 
Columbia Teachers College 
is the brood mare of U. S. 
education. 
Its 
prestige fc 
great; its influence national 
Its achievement seems to have 
been devastating. The teach 
ing methods adopted by Co­ 
lumbia and now imposed on 
the U. S. school system be­ 
come more serious each year. 
Miag RummeR states: 
“IN CITY AFTER city, sur­ 
veys reveal, almost half of 
senior high school pupils can­ 
not read or spell beyond 
fourth or fifth-grade kweks 
Seven out of 10 young people 
entering college these deyv 
must be groomed in remedial 
spelling and reading—which 
is to say, taught sixth-grade 
work.” - 
Mias Rummell cites names 
and places where a return to 
the phonetic method of teach­ 
ing reading has had amazing 
ly good results without, how­ 
ever, budging the progressive 
educators and the mahatmas 
of Columbia Teachers College 
to lift the ban against it.

Four years ago, heartsick 
and helpless, Charles H. Bel- 
laoh watched his dreams go 
up in smoke. 
In the pre-dawn hours of 
that October morning of 1957 
wind-whipped flames swept 
through the new Bellach’s 
Furniture store building on 
Francisco Boulevard leaving 
it and its contents smoking 
ruins.

Only three years ea-rher 
Bellach and his wife, Viola, 
had watched with pride while 
the ultra-modern structure, 
built upon land reclaimed at 
great expense and much labor 
from 
tidelands, 
had 
been 
dedicated. 
“That,” 
recalls 
BeHach, 
“was the proudest moment of 
my life. It was the realization 
of my dreams.” 


THE FIRE which reduced 
the building to rubble and 
ashes confronted BeHach then 
with what was undoubtedly 
the most discouraging setback 
he had ever experienced. 
“I just threw up my hands 
and surrendered,” he admits. 
“I vowed that I would never 
return to the furniture busi­ 
ness.” 
But that was a vow that Bel­ 
lach was not to keep. And 
credit for his change of mind 
belongs to his wife and to his 
customers and friends who 
gave him the encouragement 
necessary to make possible 
his comeback as one of Ma­ 
rin’s most progressive and 
most successful dealers in 
home furnishings and home 
decoration. 
Today Bellach’s is housed 
in another building on Fran­ 
cisco Boulevard that is even 
more modern than the struc­ 
ture destroyed by flames. 
The story of Charles Bel­ 
lach starts with his birth in 
Brooklyn, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Max Bellach, the father a 
wholesale dairy distribution 
business man. Bellach grew 
up in Brooklyn and attended 
St. John’s University there 
studying law. 
The father suffered a re­ 
versal in health while Charles 
was still in his early teens. 
And so at 14^ the son shoul­ 
dered the major share of re­ 
sponsibility for his father’s 
business while continuing his 
education at night. It was a 
tough row for the lad to hoe. 
And finally, his college edu­ 
cation still incomplete, he had 
to give it up and devote his 
full time to the support of 
the family. 
“I used to get so little sleep 
that I couldn’t help nodding 
in the classroom. And we had 
a German professor who used 
to rap me across the knuckles 
with a yardstick when he 
caught me dozing,” BeHach 
recalls. “After that happened 
several 
times, 
I 
decided 
enough was enough.” 


HIS FATHER sold his to m - 
\ nest 
in 1932, and young 


Charles, 
then 
IB. 
having 
heard much about California 
as the land of opportunity, 
headed west to Los Angeles. 
With him he carried a letter 
of introduction from F r e d 
Kraft, 
head of the Kraft 
cheese empire, as a guaran­ 
tee of a job in L A. However, 
Charles Bellach never took 
that job. He remained in Los 
Angeles for only six days 
“because I didn’t like the 
city.” 
Instead he traveled north 
to Petaluma to visit relatives 
w ho were in the chicken rais­ 
ing business there. 
In nearby Santa Rosa he 
landed a job with the Magill 
Cheese Co. and was assigned 
a distribution territory rang­ 
ing from Petahima to Sausa- 
lito with headquarters in the 
old Wilkins Hotel in San Ra­ 
fael. Thus came his first in­ 
troduction to Marin, “and I 
loved it from the start,” he 
says. 
This was before the era of 
the 
supermarket, 
Bellach 
notes, and most of his cus­ 
tomers were family - owned 
neighborhood grocery stores. 
“Some of the people who 
brought cheese from me then 
buy furniture from me now,” 
he says. His customers then 
included William Fussehnan 
and Walter Castro Sr., both 
now on the Marin Oounty 
Board of Supervisors. “I used 
to store my refrigerator truck 
m Castro’s garage,” he says. 
In 1934 Bellach moved to 
San Francisco and got a job 
ae a trainee with the West­ 
ern Furniture Mart. ”1 had 
some friends who were in the 
furniture field, and, listening 
to them talk, I thought it 
sounded tike an interesting 
business ” 
And BeHach soon discov­ 


ered that he had found his 
niche. “I was adept at color 
and had a good feeling for 
symmetry and placement,” he 
says. “In fact, the entire fur­ 
niture field just fascinated 
me.” 
AH hough he had started 
out completely green at the 
trade. Bellach was soon West­ 
ern Merchandise Mart’s most 
productive salesman. 


TO PICK UP theory and 
technical know-how, Bellach 
studied under Edwin Hunt, 
University of California ex­ 
tension bureau professor and 
and interior decorator. 
After more than two years 
with 
Western 
Merchandise 
Mart. Bellach received a bet­ 
ter offer from an office furni­ 
ture 
concern 
on 
Battery 
Street called Merchants Auc­ 
tion Co. He remained with 
that firm until 1938 and ad­ 
vanced to general manager. 
It wag in 1938 that he met 
Viola Attell, the girl who was 
to become his wife. Bellach re­ 
calls that he had escorted his 
sister to a girl friend’s home 
where there was to be a party. 
His sister insisted upon in­ 
troducing her brother to her 
friends before he departed. 
“There were 17 girls there, 
and I was the only boy,” Bel­ 
lach grins. But he had eyes 
for only one of the 17—Viola. 
That introduction was fol­ 
lowed by courtship and mar­ 
riage. 
Vida was a member of a 
well-known 
San 
Francisco 
family, residents of the city 
since before the fire. An 
uncle, Abe Attell, was once 
flyweight boxing champion of 
the world, one of the sport’s 
immortals. Her father was a 
jeweler. 
“The day we got married, 


I tokl my boss I would need 
two weeks for a honeymoon 
trip,” 
Bellach 
relates. *T!f 
said okay, but that I would 
have to take the second week 
on my own I then told hin 
that since I was now married 
I would need more monev 
when I got back. And he told 
me to go ahead on the trip 
and we would talk it over 
when I got back.” 


WHEN THE newlyweds did 
return, they were in for a 
rude shock. Bellach’s boss 
told him flatly that because 
of his demand for a raise, and 
because business was slack 
“you had better find yourself 
another job.” 
“I had made my bluff, and 
the boss called it.” Bellach 
says. “You can imagine how 
I felt when I went home that 
day and had to tell my bride, 
who was used to a good home 
and comforts, that her hue 
band was unemployed!” 
Bellach made several Mat* 
at new jobs, then in 1939 de 
cided that “I wanted to dc 
something for myself.” He 
rented office space in a San 
Francisco floor covering store, 
and, following up leads fron 
the floor covering aales. be­ 
gan to seH furnituTe and fur­ 
nishings to hotels, motels, 
apartment buildings, etc. 
“With no More, and the use 
of common carriers for trans­ 
portation, my overhead 
low and I was ah«e to com­ 
pete very weH with large 
dealers,” he says. 
The Furniture Mart served 
as his supplier. But a business 
rival reminded the board of 
governors of the mart erf the 
rules that dealers were re­ 
quired to have a physical to-

ventory before being allowed 
to do business through the 
mart. And Bellach was serv­ 
ed with an ultimatum. 


Forced to look for an es­ 
tablishment. Bellach told his 
wife that “this might very 
well turn out to be a step in 
the right direction for us ” 
He wanted quarters offering 
a large square footage. And 
he found it in an abandoned 
printing plant on California 
street with 9.000 square feet 
of space and a low rental fig­ 
ure providing he himself re­ 
habilitate the interior. 


BELLACH STOCKED the 
building “with the smallest 
amount of capital possible' 
and started out in business. 
“It went like a house on fire.'* 
he says. 
Working long hours selling, 
packing, delivering, stocking, 


buying, and doing all the oth­ 
er many jobs required in the 
business, Bellach was soon 
forced to hire a stock boy. 
Twelve years later he had five 
employees. And at home the 
Bellachs had a family of two 
boys and two girls. 
Oldest of the four children 
is Carole Joyce, now Mrs. Wil­ 
liam Falcon of San Rafael and 
the mother of a baby boy. Son 
Jerome, 20, is attending San 
Francisco State College and 
majoring in* business admin­ 
istration. Darryl, 18, is a sen­ 
ior at San Rafael High, and 
is also interested in business. 
Daughter Sandra Jewel, 14, 
entered San Rafael High this 
week. 
The Bellachs first came to 
Marin in search of a summer 
home to escape the fog of San 
Francisco’s 
Sunset 
district 
where they made their home. 
“We were tired of wearing 


overcoats in the summer,” 
Bellach says. 
They rented a home in San 
Rafael and the family moved 
to Marin. Charles commuted 
to and from his place of busi­ 
ness. 
As the children grew older. 
Mrs. Bellach began to show an 
interest in the business. She 
accompanied her husband on 
business trips, discussed his 
work with him at home, and 
even did some selling at the 
store. 
Because of their fondness 
for Marin, the Bellachs decid­ 
ed to open a branch store in 
San Rafael at 819 Francisco 


Boulevard 
where the Wye 
Club is now located. 
They 
leased the building there, at­ 
tracting considerable atten­ 
tion, for it was the first real 
attempt at a retail enterprise 
on Francisco. 


“WE WERE pioneering.” 
they say, “and many people 
told us it wouldn’t work out— 
that customers just wouldn’t 
drive all the way out Fran­ 
cisco to shop.” 
The plan was for Bellach to 
supervise 
both 
stores 
and 
actually 
manage 
the 
San 
Francisco business. His wife 
was to manage, the new San 
Rafael store. To prepare her- 


self for that task she put in 
extra time around the San 
Francisco store and also stud­ 
ied under decorators in that 
city. It was quickly apparent 
that she had a natural flair 
for decoration. 
For their San Rafael store, 
the Bellachs adopted many of 
the selling principles which 
had already proven highly 
successful in San Francisco. 
Extensive use was made of 
the slogan—“Better Buy Bel­ 
lach.” Also put into use were 
the billboard posters so famil­ 
iar in San Francisco showing 
the 
four 
Bellach 
children 
seated on a sofa with the 
Continued on page F6 
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wording underneath—“Watch 
Us Grow With Daddy — Bel­ 
lach.” 
Because of the prominence 
given those billboards, the 
Bellach children were instant­ 
ly recognized throughout San 
Francisco. “And it was our 
way of emphasising that our’s 
was a family business,“ Bel­ 
lach says. 
Bellach has always been 
and remains today a strong 
believer in newspaper adver­ 
tising. He is especially proud 
of his current advertisements 
appearing regularly on the 
back page of the Indeoendent- 
Journal’s 
Marin 
Magazine. 
“We think it is the mo6t ef­ 
fective advertising available 
to a business such as our’s,” 
he says. 


THE SAN RAFAEL store 
was only two years old when 
the Bellaehs had to ask their 
landlord to enlarge its size 
by one and a half times, so 
great was their volume of 
business. And because of its 
growth, the San Francisco 
store began to be neglected. 
As a result, the Bellaehs 
bought a home in San Rafael 
in Bret Harte Heights atop 
the hill commanding a view 
of four counties and looking 
down upon the store on Fran­ 
cisco Boulevard. And in 1952 
they closed the San Francisco 
store, bringing thfe stock to 
San Rafael. “I was tired of 
commuting and we could see 
the growth potential of Ma­ 
rin,” Bellach says. 
Up the road on Francisco 
Boulevard from the Bellach 
store site were four lots un­ 
der water when the tide was 
in, and up for sale. The Bel- 
lachs bought them as a po­ 
tential future site. 
“And from time to time, 
whenever we had surplus 
money, we would buy a load 
or two of dirt and have it 
dumped on the lots to help 
fill in,” Bellach says. 
In months to come Bollach 
was to receive “fantastic” of­ 
fers of profit on his invest­ 
ment in those lota, but he re­ 
jected them all. *1 had my 
dream,” he says, “and rt was 
a dream of a modem new 
store building, erected on 
those lots, and belonging to 
us and us alone.” 
The lots were gradually 


filled in, and the new build­ 
ing begun. The Bellaehs had 
the help of designer Ed Hage- 
man in planning it. A Von 
Rotz was the contractor. It 
provided the Bellaehs with 
16.000 square feet of floor 
space as compared to 9,000 
square feet in their former 
quarters. And it lived up to, 
in everv way, the hiah stan­ 
dards Charles Bellach had set 
for his “dream store.” 
The dedication took place 
in 1954 with formal ceremon­ 
ies. And business was better 
than ever at Bellach’s until 
that morning of Oct. 8. 1957, 
when the Bellaehs were rout­ 
ed out of bed by an urgent 
telephone call, and looked 
down from their hilltop home 
to see flames biting through 
their store roof. “By the time 
we got down there, it was al­ 
most all go tie," they remem­ 
ber. 


HER HUSBAND S discour 
agement was painfullv appar­ 
ent to Mrs. Bellach. “I knew' 
he needed something to snap 
him out of it,” she says, “and 
so when he said ‘I’ve had it* 
1 snapped right back and told 
him in no uncertain terms 
that we weren’t through—that 
we were going to rebuild.” 
A customer standing beside 
the Bellaehs and gazing at the 
smoking ruins reinforced her 
determination when he said: 
“This is as much a shock to 
nie as it is to you. I've always 
bought my furniture from 
you. And believe me, when 
you re-open, I’m going to be 
your first customer.” 
Consumed by the flames 
was an entire houseful of 
furniture ordered by Mr. and 
Mrs. James Walker of San Ra­ 
fael. The Walkers told the 
Bellaehs to “go ahead end re­ 
order, and we will wait We 
want to buy our things from 
you.” And they even offered 
advance payment for furni­ 
ture which the Belhchs did 
not have and were not sure 
they could get. 
Other curtomers paid ac­ 
counts before they were due 
to give the Bellaehs a finan­ 
cial lift. And many dropped 
by the day after the fire to 
remind them of their ac­ 
counts, should the flames 
have destroyed their records. 
Fortunately, however, a vault 
had protected such papers. 
Given further encourage­ 


ment from their bank when 
they discussed the possibility 
of a loan. Charles Bellach was 
soon as enthusingic as hi« 
wife in their di«rtis*ion of 
plan« for a basinets “come­ 
back.” And thev began by 
renting temporary quarters— 
the old skating rink building 
on San Rafael’s Fourth Street. 
Mrs. Bellach b*rtm calling 
suppliers. 
“And 
in 
three 
hours.” she say«:, “we had 
enough stock rolling to re- 
ooen—from Ix>* Angeles. Chi­ 
cago, further east, and all 
without a cent of c^sh pay­ 
ment.” 
Again Ed Hageman aided in 
the planning of a store build­ 
ing. And again Von Rotz be­ 
gin its construction. One ad­ 
dition this time—an inside 
sprinkling system as a safe­ 
guard against fire. 


BUT THE completion of the 
main building was still dis­ 
tant, the Bellaehs realized 
and they did not want their 
customers to get out of the 
4 Frakicisco Boulevard habit.” 
They felt they needed a tern 
porarv building close to their 
established location. And so 
they decided to erect a rein­ 
forced concrete warehouse 
building on the two lots be­ 
hind the site where the new 
store was going up. The ware­ 
house went up in 60 
days 
And the Bellaehs operated 
their business there until the 
regular store was ready to be 
occupied. The concrete build­ 
ing then became the thrift an­ 
nex, housing the lower and 
medium priced furniture. 
Within their fine new mein 
building the Bellaehs launch­ 
ed a policy of upgrading their 
stock—of offering furniture 
and furnishing exclusive and 
of high quality. 
That policy, they say, has 
paid off. 
“We have found that not 
just the wealthy are interest­ 
ed in fine furniture for their 
homes. The wage-earner, too, 
wants quality. And if the buy­ 
er can’t furnish his home com­ 
pletely with such pieces, he 
can still own one or a few, 
and build the decor of hte 
borne around these 
focal 
points.” 
“The whole secret of our 
store,” says Bellach, “is that 
we have selected merchan­ 
dise — literally handpicked

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A HIGHLIGHT of their trip around the world 
earlier this year came for the Charles Bel- 
lachs when Mrs. Bellach w as invited to 


appear on an interview television show at 
Osaka, Japan, and her husband joined her 
on the show, 
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pieces that won’t be seen any 
place else in this area. Then 
we set them up in attractive 
room arrangements for dis­ 
play so that the customer can 
actually visualize what they 
will look like in her own 
home.” The stress on the dra­ 
matic display is, Bellach says, 
an extension of his belief on 
the benefits of a vigorous ad­ 
vertising program. 


HOBBIES? “Our four chil­ 
dren,” answers Bellach, “and 
boating.” 
Boating especially appeals 
to the Bellachs because they 
can do it together, and take 
their family with them. They 
own a cabin cruiser. 
It is not just on the boat 
that the Bellachs are seen to­ 
gether. “ We go every place 
together,” 
they 
say, 
“and 
when some one sees one of 
us without the other, they 
immediately 
inquire as to 


whether the missing one is 
ill.” 


Thus Mrs. Bellach always 
accompanies her husband on 
buying trips or when he at­ 
tends furniture conventions. 
‘ We attend all available sem­ 
inars because we think we, 
and our customers, always 
benefit,” they say. 
Bellach is a Mason, a Shrin- 
er and a member of the Scot­ 
tish Rite. But aside from 
those organizations and his 
boating, his store and his 
family are his life. “ We are 
at the store seven days almost 
every week,” he says. 
In March he and Mrs. Bel­ 
lach did get away from the 
store long enough for a trip 
around the world. But even 
that had business tones. They 
participated in a trip to the 
Orient for business people 
called the Fifth Annual Busi­ 
ness Development Tour. «no«, 
sored by the San Francisco 


Chamber of Commerce and 
the World Trade Assn. to fos­ 
ter better trade relationship 
between this country and the 
Far East. The Bellachs were 
the only representatives of 
the home furnishings industry 
to make the trip. Stops were 
made in nine Japanese cities, 
Hong Kong, Bangkok, Singa­ 
pore and the Malay States. 
At every point the Bellachs 
devoted a major portion of 
their time looking for and at 
potential 
merchandise 
f o r 
their store. 


A high point of the trip 
came for the Bellachs in 
Osaka, Japan, when Mrs. Bel­ 
lach was selected to appear 
on an Asahi Broadcasting Co. 
television program for women 
to express the views of the 
U.S. 
mother 
and 
business 
woman on several matters. 
Terrified at the prospect of 
facing TV cameras alone, Mrs. 
Bellach got permission for her 


husband to also appear in the 
capacity of her “ assistant.” 
In Singapore with the busi­ 
ness development tour near­ 
ing the end, the Bellachs de­ 
cided to continue on their 
own around the world. So 
they were gone 60 days in­ 
stead of the 30 they had ex­ 
pected to be absent from their 
store. 


IN EUROPE as in Asia they 
sought out sources for store 
merchandise, visited factories, 
mills and fabric m a k e r s , 
talked to designers, etc. 
“The plain truth of the mat­ 
ter -is that we don’t want to 
get away from business, even 
when we have a chance,” Bel­ 
lach admits. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Bellach 
are 
especially 
happy 
that 
their two sons have decided 
to follow them into the furni­ 
ture business. It was the fire 
that did the trick, they say. 
Previously, neither boy had 


shown any great interest in 
the business. But after the 
disaster, seeing the problems 
confronting t h e i r parents, 
both pitched in without being 
requested to do so. 
“That is why we are so 
pleased with their plans for 
the future,” Mrs. B e l l a c h 
says. “It was voluntary on 
their part.” 
Both sons now take a keen 
interest in the store and are 
preparing themselves for ca­ 
reers in the home furnishings 
business. 
“They have done it all,” 
says Charles Bellach proudly. 
“And so they’ll have the ad­ 
vantage of a solid foundation 
of experience plus good edu­ 
cations.” 
It is apparent that the name 
—Bellach—is going to be a 
prominent one in the home 
furnishings field in Marin 
County for some decades to 
come.

water, rubbish collection, re­ 
pairs and replacements, prin­ 
cipal interest, taxes, liability 
and fire insurance and fully 
equipped kitchens. 
Sixty-four percent of the 
monthly charges are tax de 
ductfble. 
The cooperative is managed 
by the non-profit Foundation 
for Cooperative Housing. The 
company is developing similar 
units in the Tiburon and East 
Bay areas, and has half sold 
a 180-unit structure in San 
Mateo. 
Of 86 residents at the Terra 
Linda cooperative, the Reeses 
are reasonably typical. Others 
include a major from Hamil­ 
ton Air Force Base, a radio 
announcer, 
an 
advertising 
man with three children. 
All seem to have felt in 
common the need for release 
from some of the cares of 
maintaining their own home. 
"i swim in the pool ever> 
day,” Ernest Reese says. "1 
polish my car, and we travel 
1 wouldn’t go near a lawn 
mower again.”

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The Trend In Furniture Is Toward The Massive Effect 


A noticeable trend among 
the new furniture pieces is a 
tendency toward massive ef­ 
fect and away from the frag­ 
ile. 
light-scaled 
designs 
so 
prominent for the past sev­ 
eral years. 


Evident throughout most of 
the lines, this new massive­ 
ness is not a return to bulki­ 
ness. In fact, among those in­ 
corporating this heavier ef­ 


fect are several manufactur­ 
ers previously noted for their 
adherence to lightness. Some 
achieve 
t h i s 
new 
effect 
through larger scaling, others 
feature floor-based pieces, or 
heavy use of moldings, sev­ 
eral firms showing sturdier, 
less sculptured legs and arms. 


No particular period domi­ 
nates this new market. Early 
American is still widely seen, 


as are traditional influences. 
Mediterranean and Scandinav­ 
ian ancestry are noted among 
a number of lines, and the 
Oriental trend is still seen, al­ 
though it appears to have 
reached a plateau in its popu­ 
larity. 


REPLA CIN G 
specific 
pe­ 
riods and traditions, however, 
is a different type of styling, 
described by one designer as 
“ American 
Contemporary/’ 
Noticeable 
throughout 
the 
new’ offerings, this style com­ 
bines many influences to pro­ 
duce. not a bizarre, garish ef­ 
fect, but a harmonious whole. 
Borrowing from various na­ 
tionalities, as well as exhibit­ 
ing a certain amount of tra­ 
ditional flavor, yet retaining 
the simplicity associated with 
modern 
styling, 
this 
new 
American “ period” truly sym­ 
bolizes the United States. 


These new piece« live well 
with other period», too. Their 
broad derivations give them 
the versatility to be used with 
a wide range of more specific 
periods or styles, a fact which 
should please the homemak­ 
er who has hesitated to add 
new pieces to her older fur­ 
nishings because they didn’t 
“ match.” The new styles are 
not meant to match; they are 
meant to coordinate into an 
interesting and well-rounded 
whole. Comfortably adaptable 


to each other and to older fur­ 
niture, they should do much 
to eliminate consumer confu­ 
sion and fear-of-buying. 
In all. the new' lines reflect 
the influence of the decor­ 
ator, who has long shunned 
the deliberate matching of 
woods, 
lines 
and 
detailing 
throughout not only a room, 
but an entire house. 
Also noticed is the con­ 
tinuing trend toward upgrad­ 
ing all lines, even in the low- 
end fields. Budget-priced fur­ 
niture has, happily, moved 
faT from its borax days. 


W A L N l’T continues as the 
leading wood finish. Its color­ 
ings range from dark browns 
to subtle, light tones. Maple 
and maple-finished birch re­ 
tain their popularity in Early 
American lines, with cherry 
also favored for traditional 
pieces. Frequently seen in 
high-end lines, particularly as 
decorative detailing, is rose­ 
wood. Mahogany and fruit- 
wood are also popular. 
Generally, satin or dull, 
oiled finishes are featured, 
with an increase in random 
grains and patterning, wheth­ 
er solid woods or veneers are 
used. Painted finishes also 
continue in favor, with an­ 
tiqued whites retaining the 
lead. 
Exemplifying the new heav­ 
ier effect is a new collection 


by a manufacturer previously 
well-known 
for 
light-scaled 
furniture. In the coBoctkm. 
which include« both bedroom 
and dining furniture, squared 
off legs and highly patterned 
walnut graining achieves ms* 
siveness, although the design 
is clean and simple. An uphol­ 
stered headboard is hinged 
for locking into a reclining 
position when desired Rather 
than a nightstand, a “ bedside 
chest” is shown w ith this, pro­ 
viding added storage space in 
its larger size. 
Another manufacturer long 
noted for light-scaled modern 
is introducing a new deriva­ 
tive transitional which retains 
clean lines without a sterile 
look. Carrying out the new 
mood are such details as pulls 
of jeweled glass, or of a syn­ 
thesized stone material which 
looks like translucent colored 
marble. Pedestal bases on two 
tables in this line achieve a 
heavier effect witho t adding 
to the pieces’ size. Some din­ 
ing chairs from this line are 
in colored enamel finishes. 


SIG N IFIC A N T in upholster­ 
ed furniture offerings is the 
swing away from sectionals, 
toward 
groupings 
of 
non­ 
matching love seats, smaller 
sofas and chairs. According 
to a leading designer this is 
part of the reaction against 
the built-in. sterile look, to­ 
ward a desire that interiors re­ 
flect the owner’s personality. 
The trend toward an inde­ 
finable, softer, warmer styl­ 
ing is seen again in the up­ 
holstered pieces, at the mar­ 
ket. A look of comfort has re 
placed the flat, straight lines 
of 
yesterday’s 
upholstered 
pieces. 
This 
look 
is 
achieved 
through the increased use of 
loose 
pillow 
constructions 
tufting, bolster arms and con­ 
toured effects. Many high- 
bacxed chairs are seen, the 
backs generally curved. Less 
exposed wood is seen than 
previously. Many sofas remain 
large although the smaller 
ones are also quite evident. 
One imported shell chair k 
a “ chair-and-a-half” in size. 
Fabrics, too, have taken ori 
a custom, or decorator, look. 
As a result, quilts, hand-loom­ 
ed effects and textures are 
widely seen. Vinyls are softer 
to conform with the relaxed 
lines of the new furniture 
Colors are warm, with tanger­ 
ines and reds popular, mus- 
tardy and olive greens con­ 
tinuing to climb, and royal 
blue and purple retaining fa­ 
vor. Black, in vivid contrast 
with white, is moving into the 
high style picture; this may 
indicate a future trend. 


FLOOR 
COVERINGS 
are 
news in two ways: The in­ 
creased use of patterns and 
the area (room size or throw) 
rug. Here, again, the influence 
of the decorator is seen—the 
trend toward a custom effect, 
with .increased. warmth and 
personality. Also showing this 
influence is the popularity of 
deep plushes and random- 
sheared floor coverings. More 
wiltons are also being shown. 
The floor covering palette 
is broad, further facilitating 
the creation of individualized 
interiors. Bronzes, golds and 
earthtones 
continue, good, 
with reds, purples and blues 
also offered widf.'y* Greens, 
in a variety of fading ?, re­ 
main strong. Many tweed ef­ 
fects are also seen.

A piece of furniture that 
came across to America with 
our forefathers is staging a 
big comeback. The four-poster 
canopy bed is again becoming 
a familiar sight in the typical 
American home. 
Some manufacturers report 
that their factories are hard- 
pressed to keep up with or­ 
ders for the canopy bed. 
Perhaps, they theorize, the 
revival of canopy bed is a 
revolt against the severity of 
the lines of some contempor­ 
ary furniture. 
They also note a nostalgic 
longing by families for furn­ 
ishings that have both a sol­ 
idity in terms of tradition and 
a romantic flavor of the past.

IT W A S IN the 16th cen­ 
tury that the four posts were 
added as an innovation de­ 
signed to hold up the canopy, 
which previously had been 
suspended from the ceiling or 
the walL 
The canopied beds of Amer­ 
ica were a simplification of 
the 
heavier English four - 
poster and became a thing of 
delicate beauty. They were 
distinctly different from any­ 
thing that had come before 
and something that Amer­ 
icans could truly call their 
own. Famed designers such 
as Chippendale, Sheraton and 
Hepplewhite made the Early 
American furniture works of 
art that are still appreciated 
for .their aesthetic value.

mere are tne tax­ 
payers. No longer are the men 
in prison a total burden on 
them. Engaged in productive 
labor, the convicts become at 
least partially self-sufficient. 
Then, too. the taxpayers 
benefit 
from 
the 
products 
which are made available to 
public institutions and agen­ 
cies at an economical price 
level. 
Industrialists share in the 
rewards, for the men trained 
within 
the 
prison 
provide 
them with a pool of skilled 
labor when the time comes for 
their release. 
But the biggest benefici­ 
aries are the inmates them­ 
selves. By working in a man­ 
ufacturing trade, they learn 
skills that prepare them for 
steady jobs when they leave 
their prison cells. 
Certainly this has been true 
of the men who have worked 
in the furniture factory at 
San Quentin. 


"WE’VE BEEN exceedingly 
fortunate in placing our men 
when their time is up or they 
become eligible for parole,” 
Weis says. 
Such placements are accom­ 
plished by working with out­ 
side i n d u s t r y a n d labor 
through their Northern Cali­ 
fornia and Southern Califor­ 
nia job training and place­ 
ment committees. 
Whereas there are some 
men at the prison whose re­ 
lease is being delayed pend­ 
ing the location of suitable 
outside employment for them, 
it is noteworthy that no fur­ 
niture factory workers a** 
included among them. 
Most of the men assigned 
to the prison furniture fac­ 
tory report to work complete­ 
ly " g r e e n . A n d their leve) 
of education is frequently 
low. 
“Some of them, literally, do 
not know the difference be­ 
tween a quarter of an inch 
and a half an inch,** Weis 
says. Such ignorance in furni-

prison as clothing, detergents, 
dairy 
products,

industries keep 1,250 prison 
inmates busy. Of these, 244 
work in the furniture plant. 


INDUSTRIAL 
work 
pro­ 
grams for prisons received 
their big impetus in Ameri­ 
can prisons during World War 
II. With millions in uniform, 
a labor shortage developed on 
the home front. And the men 
behind prison walls were nat­ 
urally eyed as one source of 
labor to help take up the 
slack. 
Actually, diversification of 
industry did not arrive at San 
Quentin until shortly after 
the war—about 1946. 
Until 
then the old jute mill (which 
burned in 1951) had been the 
primary source of industrial 
employment for the prisoners. 
There are many benefici­ 
aries 
from 
a 
well-planned 
prison 
industrial 
program, 
our penologists tell us. 
There are. of course, the 
prison officials and employees 
who benefit from the har­ 
mony that results when in­ 
mates behind the walls are 
kept occupied by useful work.

Many Marinites are unaware 
that 
Northern 
California's 
largest furniture factory oper­ 
ates within the boundaries of 
their county. 
And a most unusual factory 
it is. 
For one thing, it. has an 
astounding 160 per cent labor 
turnover every year—a situa­ 
tion which would most cer­ 
tainly drive the management 
of any other manufacturing 
enterprise mad. 


ALSO UNUSUAL is the fact 
that almost all its employees 
begin work without previous 
experience of any kind in 
woodworking. 
Nevertheless, the furniture 


factory at San Quentin Prison 
has won a reputation for its 
products of consistent high 
quality. 
The man responsible for 
keeping those standards high 
is Joseph G. Weis, the prison's 
superintendent of w'ood prod­ 
ucts industry. He has been on 
the prison staff for 15 years 
and has headed the furniture 
factory for 10 of those years. 
His good right hand is Albert 
Muller, assistant superinten­ 
dent. 
They work under Elmer 
Hall, manager of all indus­ 
tries at the prison. 
Under Hall s jurisdiction, in 
addition to the furniture fac­ 
tory, fall such other manu­ 
facturing plants within the

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A Factory Behind Prison Walls 
Produces Furniture, Skilled Men 


San Quentin Plant Turns Out Quality Products 


Despite Some Unusual Personnel Problems

o n c e As s ig n e d to the 
furniture factory, the inmates 
can take advantage of the vo­ 
cational training p r o g r a m 
which is operated in conjunc­ 
tion with the plant. They then 
spend four hours of their 35- 
hour work week studying 
mathematics, wood identifica­ 
tion and related subjects that 
will enable them to become 
truly proficient at woodwork­

Joseph G. Weis puts it this 
way: 
“ We like to think that we 
build more than chairs, ta­ 
bles and desks in our factory. 
We think we are also building 
good’and useful citizens for 
the future. And in the long 
run, that may well be our 
most important product.** 


PRISON INMATES as well as state institutions and the taxpayers benefit 
from the industrial program at San Quentin, for it prepares the men for 
employment after they have served their terms. Here a man in the furni­

making, where exact 
measurements are vital, could 
be disastrous. 


THE FACTORY has solved 
this problem by setting up an 
intricate system of gauges and 
master gauges that control the 
pieces turned out by the ma­ 
chines and men to within five 
one-thousandths of an inch. 
This very tight tolerance— 
Weis calls it “ our positive 
gauging system“—make possi­ 
ble an interchangeability or 
intermixing of parts in furni­ 
ture pieces produced in the 
factory that is more often 
found in the metal industry 
than in woodworking. 
The 160 per cent turnover 
of inmate help per year in the 
plant is a figure that flabber­ 
gasts the administrative per­ 
sonnel of privately-owned fac­ 
tories. 
“ Usually they think of us 
« as a set-up with ‘captive labor 
and thus no turnover prob­ 
lem whatsoever,” Weis says. 
“ Nothing could be further 
from the truth.” 
The 
exceptionally 
hi gh 
turnover rate is the result, he 
adds, of paroles and complet­ 
ed sentences, of transfers to 


outside camps and other pris­ 
on facilities, of shifts to other 
industries and jobs within 
’he prison, and of the “ weed­ 
ing out” 
of unsatisfactory 
help. 
Disciplinary 
problems 
in 
t he factory are few and far be­ 
tween, Weis says. 
“ In fact,” he says, “ I think 
probably have fewer inci­ 
dents of that kind than does 
the ordinary plant on the out­ 
side.” 
The inmates work a five- 
day, ^5-hour week, with the 
factory closed on Saturdays 
and Sundays. Work is on a 
one-shift basis. The men re­ 
ceive wages from two cents 
an hour to 10 cents an hour. 
Their place on the pay scale 
is dependent upon responsi­ 
bility and performance, not 
seniority. 
The prison maintains a har­ 
monious relationship with in­ 
dustry and labor on the out­ 
side. 
One means by which this is 
accomplished is through a 
trade advisory committee up­ 
on which representatives of 
both management and the 
unions from the outside serve. 
The committee meets period- 


ically to study problems in­ 
volved in the prison program, 
to 
make 
recommendations 
concerning it, and to lay plans 
to support it. 
Such ties have served to 
keep resentment on the part 
of private industry toward the 
prison program at an absolute 
minimum. 
Industry, too. realizes the 
very real benefit that it de­ 
rives from the prison indus­ 
tries. Men who entered prison 
untrained in anything but the 
most menial labor frequently 
leave it as skilled workers, 
ready to take their place in 
the manpower market. This is 
especially important to the 
furniture makers for they 
have not, as yet, established 
an apprenticeship program in 
their field for this area. 


PRIVATE industry, too, is 
well aware that the prison ad­ 
heres closely to its policy of 
restricting the sale of its fur­ 
niture to tax-supported agen­ 
cies in California. Customers, 
however, are not limited to 
state agencies and institu­ 
tions. They may be county, 
city or public district units 
including schools. 
The 48,000 square foot fur-

niture factory at San Quentin 
is required to be self-suffi­ 
cient. It must “ break even.” 
Proceeds from the sale of fur­ 
niture 
must 
cover 
wages, 
building rental and deprecia­ 
tion, raw materials, supervi­ 
sion, etc. 
Equipment is another major 
cost item, for San Quentin 
maintains a well-equipped, up. 
to-date furniture plant. 
“ If we are to train these 
men so that they will be use­ 
ful to outside industry once 
they complete their terms in 
prison, then we must have 
machinery that is the equiv­ 
alent of the equipment they 
will be called upon to operate 
for private industry,” W e i s 
explains. “Otherwise, if they 
were trained only 
on anti­ 
quated machinery, their time 
with us would be wasted as 
far as that aspect of the pro­ 
gram is concerned.” 
T H E S T A T E legislature 
controls the amount of furni­ 
ture to be produced during a 
year by the furniture factory 
by setting a ceiling on “ basic 
product costs.” 
That ceiling 
for this year is $473,433. The 
figure varies only slightly 
from year to year as the price 
of materials fluctuates. 
The factory's employment 
quota of 244 inmates is fixed. 
And there is no difficulty 
meeting that figure. For the 
furniture plant is regarded by 
the men in San Quentin as one 
of the b e t t e r work assign­ 
ments. 
• 
It is, many feel, the first 
step in preparing for a differ­ 
ent kind of life when they re-

scraps of wood so that they can be used again 
in the factory's making of furniture. 
Here an 
inmate operates the machine. 


FURNITURE built in the San Quen­ 
tin Prison factory is sturdy and 
eye-pleasing, and completely up- 
to-date in design. This is the stand­ 
ard library chair which the factory 
turns out. It is especially popular 
in college and high school libraries. 
And it is as “ modern” in appear­ 
ance as ony chair produced in a 
plant operated by private industry. 
The state legislature controls the 
amount of furniture to be built in 
the factory. This year the limita­ 
tion is based upon a ceiling cost 
of $473,433 in basic products. To 
meet that schedule, 244 inmates 
work a five-day, 35-hour week in 
the factory. It is one of the more 
p o p u l a r job assignments in the 
prison.

And this is a trend that 
makes Mrs. Florence Nichols 
of 145 Greenfield Ave., 
Rafael, a happy—amd busy— 
woman. For such arrange­ 
ments are her profession. 
Associated with Kerry Ted- 
sten’s Artificial Garden in 
Kentfield, she does custom ar­ 
rangements and plants for 
Marin homes and business 
places. It is an outgrowth of 
what was once her hobby and 
then later a part-time occupa­ 
tion, the making of wood fiber 
flowers. 
Now the ex-hobbyist no 
longer makes artificial flow­ 
ers. She uses plastic flowers 


and plarfts made elsewhere to 
assemble attractive decorative 
arrangements and plantings. 
The plastic flowers and 
plants have almost complete­ 
ly replaced the paper product 
once used, she says*: 
Why are such artificial ar­ 
rangements enjoying a boom 
in popularity? Mrs. Nichols 
lists these reasons:

Tips on Purchase and Home Care of Your Wardrobe

"W hy did my drydeaner ask for a responsibility release? 


This request is not usual, 
but understandable w h c n 
you know the reason for it. 
The drapery fabrics you 
sent for drycieaning have a 
“light-proof” lining. T h i s 
lining is usually of 100% 
cotton sateen with a silver 
or white coating applied to 
it. 1 lie inanufacturers claim 
that this lining does several 
things. It is sup post'd to sta­ 
bilize the fabric, protect fur­ 
nishings in the house or of­ 
fice from sun fading and to 
insulate the room from heat 
and from cold. These lininli£S 


are supposed to be washable 
and drycleanahle. 
T he trouble is, d r a p e s 
with “light-proof” linings 
are not always either wash­ 
able or drycleanahle. It is 
almost impossible to tell, in 
advance, how the lining will 
r e a c t to washing or drv- 
cleaning. In some eases the 
coating is removed by «lry- 
eleaning; in other cases, by 
washing. Some linings re­ 
main sticky, some shrink, 
some retain their original 
properties but the outer dra­ 
pery fabric may shrink. You 


can understand, then, why 
y o u r dryeleaner 
doesn’t 
want to be responsible for 
a lahric which lie knows 
may react badly no matter 
how carefully lie may han­ 
dle it. 
So often the manufacturer 
comes up with a wonderful 
idea for a fabric, hut it isn’t 
practical from a cleaning 
standpoint, loo often the 
dryeleaner is blamed for 
something which is not his 
fault. A responsibility re­ 
lease informs everyoue of 
that fact.

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Carpet Designers Now Stressing 
The Texture Of Their Products 


It's Determining Factor In How Your Buy 
Will Contribute To The Decor Of A Room 


Carpet designers, already 
stocked with a complete pa­ 
lette of color, have turned 
their talents to expanding an­ 
other dimension—texture. 
The result is a fall collec­ 
tion of carpets and rugs in 
which color depends on tex­ 
ture, and vice versa. 
Texture, of course, is one 
of carpet’s most important 
features. 
It sets the style 
theme for a particular design 
and is' a determining factor 
in how a carpet or rug will 
contribute to room decor— 
whether it will underscore in­ 
formality or elegant styling, 
whether it will add warmth to 
sleek furniture or blend with 
rich fabrics. 
TEXTURE ALSO vitally af­ 
fects color—and stylists have 
taken full advantage of this 
fact to achieve interesting 
new designs. 
A subtle approach to pat­ 
tern offers one of the best ex­ 
amples in new carpet designs. 
A rich red, for example, is 
even richer in a carpet which 
has an “embossed” texture— 
a combination of cut and 
looped pile which highlights 
the depth of the solid color. 
In other styles, texture em­ 


phasizes the use of contrast 
color—s u c h as a blue-and- 
g r e e n 
color combination 
which stands out clearly in a 
multi-level looped texture. 
Some styles take the oppo­ 
site approach—using color to 
highlight texture. A hefty, 
tweedy carpet is done in a 
bold solid color—but flecks of” 
other colors are used through­ 
out to emphasize the rugged, 
looped texture. In a patterned 
carpet, bright - colored yams 
help to define the pattern 
without predominating in the 
total color scheme. 


A NUMBER OF new carpets 
and rugs have the practical 
aspects of a “tweed” but the 
beautiful look of a solid color. 
This blend of beauty and func­ 
tion is achieved by a skillful 
combination of color and tex­ 
ture. Pile yarns in two or 
three closely-related c o l o r s 
are blended in a looped tex­ 
ture—or, in some cases, in a 
combination of looped and cut 
pile. 


Texture is first cousin to 
practicality as well as color— 
another factor considered by 
carpet designers. In some car­ 
pet styles a light color, per­ 


haps white, is used on the low­ 
er level of a multi-level pile, 
so that it won’t be subjected 
to surface soil. The total ef­ 
fect is still that of a light- 
colored carpet—but one that’s 
easier to maintain. 
For carpets that “won’t 
showr every footprint” a great 
variety of textures can be 
used—tightly-twisted surface 
yarns, close loops, combina­ 
tions of cuf-and-looped pile, 
high-low loops. 


THIS FALL you'll see these 
textures interpreted in a num­ 
ber of different ways. There 
are looped-pile carpets with a 
swirl effect in formal styling, 
loops arranged in geometric 
pattern. 
You’ll see “combi­ 
nation” textures in carpets 
which suggest pattern by 
t h e i r tone-on-tone coloring 
and others which highlight 
multicolored design. 
Consider texture in a carpet 
or rug from both the decora­ 
tive and the practical view­ 
point. The current variety in 
styling means that you’ll find 
a carpet or rug which pleases 
the eye and which can also be 
maintained at a peak of ap­ 
pearance with a minimum of 
effort. 


THE NEW LOOK in tweeds is seen in carpets which have 
tweed colorings with the added design interest of texture 
— in this case, a swirl texture in looped pile. This styling 
is especially good for areas such as foyers where light 
colors are a decorative asset but practicality underfoot a 
must. 


WHAT'S NEW IN CARPETS? 
HERE'S ANSWER IN BRIEF 
A riot of color continues to make news in carpets and 
rugs, and the choice seems to get wider all the time. Contend­ 
ers for fashion honors in 1961 include the “pure colors”—true 
red, true blue, etc—and several rich shades, such as eggplant 
and henna. 
Traditional styles are enjoying a revival in home furnish­ 
ings, and carpets and rugs are a big part of the picture. Classic 
florals offer one example, several variations on the striped 
theme another. Many of the designs drawn from the past ar® 
teaming up with the popular Early American decor. 
Texture and color go hand-in-hand in many of the 1961 
carpet and rug styles. In fact, texture often creates a color ef­ 
fect of its own—giving depth to a color blend, for example. 
“Color blends” offer a new variation on the popular tweed 
theme. Closely-related colors are blended for what seems to 
be a single-color effect at first glance. They’re just as practical 
as tweeds, and hit a new style note in offering a “ready-made” 
color scheme for many rooms. 
Bulky loops and thick shaggy yarns rate high on the tex­ 
ture preference list. These textures are seen in both carpeting 
and area rugs and offer a new look of comfort in home fur­ 
nishings. 
In addition to florals and stripes, texture often creates a 
“pattern” of its own for style on the floor. Looped pile is ar­ 
ranged in subtle swirls and curves; combinations of cut and 
uncut pile offer an embossed look, or a damask-like pattern. 


Area Rugs Are Asset—If 
They're In The Right Place 


RICH COLOR and an "embossed" texture 
combining looped and cut pile are fea­ 
tured in this carpet. It offers further evi­ 
dence of the new interest in carpets which 


suggest pattern but do not exclude the use 
of other pattern in the room. The result 
is an appearance of both elegance and 
comfort. 


Area rugs can be handsome 
assets — if they are kept in 
their place. 
Here are some tips to help 
you do just that: 
It’s obvious that an impor­ 
tant safety measure is involv­ 
ed in making sure that small 
rugs don’t slip or slide. 
It should be pointed out 
that many rugs today, partic­ 
ularly those four feet by six 
feet and larger, are quite 
heavy and stay beautifully in 
place of their own accord. 
Soft-backed small rugs used 
over carpeting are usually 
stable too, and pose no slip­ 
ping problem. 
For other small rugs used 
over smooth flooring, there 
are several methods of achiev­ 
ing non-skid placement. 
The use of a double sided 
masking tape is a temporary, 
but e f f e c t i v e m easure. 
Smooth the tape along rug 
edges, then place the rug on 
the floor. Any adhesive left on 
the floor when the rug is 


moved can be cleaned by tin 
usual floor-cleaning methods 
Some products for keepini 
rugs in place are available ii 
hardware stores or household 
departments. These are usual 
ly in powder form with eithei 
a resin or latex base. Thej 
are sprinkled on the floor un 
der the rug. 
Another method is to us« 
two strips of nylon which ad 
here to each other. One strii 
is attached to the floor with * 
special mastic, the other h 
sewed or snapped to rug cor 
ners—a good cure for “cor 
ner-curling”, too. 
It is also possible to tack j 
small rug to the floor, if thii 
can be done without marring 
the floor or having unsightl] 
tacks show in the rug. 
Large rugs, of course, an 
U9ed over padding and pre 
sent no slipping problem. It’i 
best to have padding for a ruj 
cut to an inch lees in lengtl 
and width so that the ruj 
slightly overhangs the pad 
ding.

D u r i n g the past few 
months several articles have 
appeared in magazines de- 
s c r i b i n g do- it - yourself 
speaker systems made from 
16 to 30 small inexpensive 
speakers. These a r t i c l e s 
claim that these speaker ar­ 
rays equal or exceed the per­ 
formance of the better three 
and four-way speaker sys­ 
tems. 


Generally, a $2 to $3 six- 
inch speaker has a reso­ 
nance in the vieinity of 125 
cycles, a small 6.8 ounce 
magnet, and a frequency re­ 
sponse of about 100 to 7,000 
cycles. Using a large number 
of these speakers in a series 
or parallel array does not 
usually lower the resonance, 
in fact, in some cases the 
resonance of the array will 
be higher than that of a 
single speaker. 


A critical analysis of a 
multiple 
speaker 
a r r a y 
m a d e f r o m inexpensive 
speakers will probably show 
that the lowr and high ends 
of the frequency spectrum 
have not been increased, 
that severe transient distor­ 
tion exists in the 1,000 to 
7,000 cycle range, and that 
the high frequencies are 
sharply beamed with several 
d e a d spots off-axis. For 
those of you who wish a 
thorough technical analysis, 
c o m p l e t e with response 
curves and formulas, there 
is an excellent article by Mr. 
James F. Novak in the Sep­ 
tember issue of “Audio.” 


Before buying 30 three 
dollar speakers, it may be 
wise to listen to a $79.00 
three-way shelf speaker such 
as the Jensen TF3 which 
does have a full, c l e a n 
range.

keep the bulbs watered after 
planting so the hot September 
sun won’t dry them out after 
they’ve once come to life. 


September is a good month 
to plant native trees and 
shrubs — most of which take 
little water once they’re es­ 
tablished. If you water them 
until rains take over, chances 
are you’ll not have to pay 
them much attention ever 
again. Candidates for garden 
culture are: fremontia, capen- 
teria, matilija poppy, toyen, 
bush poppy and the wonderful 
wild lilacs (or ceanothus). 


It's been said that the surest 
road to success with growing 
annuals and perennials is in 
digging the soil properly be­ 
fore planting time. 
It's not 
too much to turn the soil to 
an 18-inch depth—in fact it’s 
recommended. Such practice 
gives roots a better chance to 
develop and, as everyone 
knows, better roots mean 
better growth. 


One thinks of ^aleas as 
spring blooming shrubs, but 
it’s not unusual in the slight­ 
est to find them showing color 
as early as September. A 
check at the local nursery this 
month will turn up several 
varieties in b lo o m and the

gardener who plants them 
now will have his color right 
through the cool months. 
What better companion f o r 
winter? 


Perfect drainage is often 
the difference between bloom 
and no bloom on annuals that 
grow during the rainy season. 
If drainage is poor in a plant­ 
ing bed, it’s relatively easy to 
improve it by slightly raising 
the level of the soil. Rim the 
bed with redwood or brick 
headers and add soil to filL 
Two or three inches will 
usually do the trick. 


Feeding roses is advisable 
in the first half of September. 
During the latter half, you 
will probably want them to 
taper off for a winter rest Of 
course, there is no definite 
date to mark the point at 
which you stop feeding roses. 
It depends on the age of the 
bush and the area in which 
you live, to mention two fac­ 
tors involved. 


Mint is a wonderful acces­ 
sory for iced tea or other cool­ 
ing drinks. It’s a good idea 
to confine the roots of thi« 
prolific grower to some con­ 
tainer. In areas where it has 
run rampant, rooting it out bit 
by bit is the only answer. 
Fortunately the roots are sur­ 
face runners and are easy to 
get out

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AM things considered, the 
proper feeding of plants can 
probably do more for the 
looks of your garden than any 
other single factor. Not that 
water isn’t more important 
to sustain life, but all the 
water in the world won’t help 
an undernourished plant in 
poor soil. 
Before you run out and 
scatter a sack of plant food, 
however, c o n s i d e r these 
words from the California 
Assn. of Nurserymen: Food 
does no good without water 
to help a plant absorb it; and 
unless the soil is porous, nei­ 
ther food nor water is likely 
to reach the plant’s roots and 
be absorbed. 
First, then, the wise gar­ 
dener looks to the conditions 
of his soil. Sandy soils that 
hold neither water nor food 
and compacted s o i l s that 
won’t be penerated must be 
improved. Work steer manure 
and/or compost in to bulk 
up the soil or lighten it as the 
case may be. A commercial 
soM conditioner applied to 
heavy soil after you’ve work­ 
ed it over will help keep it in 
shape longer. 
This done, you can now 
scatter your sack of plant 
food, but what do you scat­ 
ter? A balanced fertilizer? 
Liquid fish? A food predomi­ 
nant in some single element? 
A foliar food? An acid food? 
Most fertilizers on the mar­ 
ket are “complete” foods and 
include nitrogen, phosphorus 
and potash as their main in­ 
gredients with several trace 
elements added. These are to 
be used on most trees and 
shrubs, on annuals and in the 
vegetable garden. Often, how­ 
ever, it is desirable to use 
food that is unbalanced in 
favor of one particular in­ 
gredient. Lawns often respond 
to strong nitrogen a p p li­ 
cations. Roses grow sturdier 
stems with extra potash. 
Carefully follow the direc­ 
tions on each label. If you 
have further questions, a chat 
with your nurseryman wM 
resolve them.

der, hardy and extra hardy. 
T h e o r d e r of bloom into 
5 seasons, early, early midsea­ 
son, late midseason, late and 
very late. With the proper selec­ 
tion of varieties, blooms may be 
had during most of the year. 
Growth habit may vary from a 
very slow growing cceeper of 
less than a foot tall to speci­ 
mens attaining over 15 feet in 
height and almost as broad. The 
question of sun versus shade for 
azaleas has always been a prob­ 
lem with the inexperienced 
grower, always leaning toward 
too much shade, with poor re­ 
sults, however, not all of the 
strains will tolerate full ex­ 
posure to the elements. We are 
growing several groups that 
took the 108 degrees here In 
Mill Valley last June with no 
apparent damage to plant or 
foliage, in full sun. Hearsay and 
traditional folklore are being 
discarded in the culture of 
azaleas, much has been learned 
during the past decade to per­ 
mit the lover of these most 
beautiful ot flowering shrubs, 
to enjoy, regardless of his en­ 
vironment, soil condition or ex­ 
posure.

Artist Remington 


Could Also Write 


PONY TRACKS, written and 
illustrated by Frederic Rem­ 
ington, University of O kla­ 
homa Press, 174 pages, $2.

The quality of American de­ 
scriptive writing has deterior­ 
ated in the last 70 years; if 
you 
doubt 
it, 
read 
“Pony 
Tracks,” which was written 
about seven decades ago. 
Frederic Remington is, of 
course, best k n o w n as an 
artist. The Indian, the cowboy, 
the c a v a l r y m a n , and the 
horses they rode (especially 
the horses!) live in thousands 
of his paintings and sketches. 
But he also knew how to paint 
a picture with words. 
Take, 
for 
instance, 
the 
opening of “An Outpost of 
Civilization,” which is chap­ 
ter four of “Pony T ra c k s': 
“The Hacienda San Jose de 
Bavicora lies northwest from 
Chihuahua 225 miles of the 
longest miles on the map. The 
miles run up long hills and 
dive into rocky canyons; they 
s t r e t c h over never-ending 
burnt plains, and across the 
beds of tortuous rivers thick 
with 
scorching 
sand. 
And 
there are three ways to make 
this travel. Some go on foot— 
which is best, if one has time 
—like the Tahuram aras; oth­ 
ers take it pony-back, after 
the Mexican manner; and per­ 
sons with no tim e and a great 
deal of money go in a coach. 
At 
first 
thought 
this 
last 
would seem to be the best, 
but the G uerrero stage has 
never failed to tip over, and 
the company m akes you sign 
away your natural rights, and 
almost your im mortal soul, be­ 
fore they w ill allow you to em ­ 
bark. So it is not the best way 
at all, if I may judge from my 
own experience.” 
That gives you an idea. 
Rem ington put 15 of his 
magazine pieces together to 
m ake the 
v o l u m e 
“Pony 
Tracks,” which he dedicated 


FOR TEEN-AGERS 


“to the fellows who rode the 
ponies that made the tracks.” 
They are of cavalry scouts, 
trail rides, a patrol of the Yel­ 
lowstone, an Indian uprising, 
hunting expeditions. 


The University of Oklahoma 
Press has chosen Remington's 
centennial year (he was born 
Oct. 1, 1861, in Canton, N Y.) 
as the occasion to add “Pony 
Tracks” to its “W estern Fron­ 
tier Library.” It has bound 
and printed the book taste­ 
fully, embellished it with half, 
tones of 64 of Remington’s il­ 
lustrations, and adoed an in­ 
troduction by J. Frank Dobie. 
It is a surprisingly fine book 
to be priced at a mere $2. 


Remington is to receive an­ 
other honor next month. On 
Oct. 4, the United States will 
put on sale the first full-color 
postage stamp the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing has 
ever attem pted, in honor of 
the centennial of his birth. 
The stamp will carry a detail 
from 
Remington’s 
painting, 
' The Smoke Signal.”

Both deal realistically with 
problems of girls just enter­ 
ing college, and both o f f e r 
sound, believable solutions. 
In “Second Sem ester” two 
young room m ates find they

How they learn to understand 
each other makes a rewarding 
story. 
The problems faced by the 
young heroine of “Bittersweet 
years” are somewhat more 
numerous and complex. She 
must help her father’s busi­ 
ness to succeed if she is to at­ 
tend college.

mysteries 
and 
chal­ 
lenges also confront her in 
her hometown. 
For the girl in the younger 
teens, “Second Sem ester” is 
probably the better choice of 
the tw'o books. Girls 16 and 
up, however, should e n j o y 
either book, and profit from 
the authors’ wise handling of 
teen-age problems.

There are also some bright 
new finds. 
As a bonus this year, Queen 
has included a previously un­ 
published short story by the 
late Dashiell H am m ett which, 
if hardly a masterpiece, is 
nevertheless interesting. 
Our particular favorite this 
year: Norm an Daniels’ off­ 
beat “The Town That Will 
Never Forget.” But you will 
probably find others that ap­ 
peal to your specialized tastes 
more.

Mill Valley’s colorful John 
Milton Hagen is best known 
by the name of Sterling Sher- 
win as a composer and col­ 
lector of western folk songs. 
He has also written a consid­ 
erable am ount of light verse 
u n d e r that name, some of 
which has appeared in your 
Marin Magazine in its poet’s 
corner. 
This time he has chosen to 
write under his real n a m e . 
But the poetry in this volume 
has the same amusing and 
non-pretentious touch as has 
his Sherwin doggerel. 


In its pages appear such 
a m u s i n g characters as, in 
addition to the Shrewd Nude 
of the title poem, the Vulgar 
Bulgar and Gen. Nonne de 
Scripps. 
Sometimes Hagen is satir­ 
ical. Just as often, he is simply 
having fun. You may detect a 
touch of the Ogden Nash in 
some of his short pieces. But 
actually, Hagen is Hagen. Or 
anyway, Hagen is Hagen and 
Sherwin. And his stuff is dis­ 
tinctively his ow n. 
In this book he has a great 
deal of fun with his experi­ 
m ent with rhym ing the first 
words instead of last words in 
his lines. In fact, he has fun 
all through the book. 
Much of his work is calcu­ 
lated to drive the professional 
poet and the serious c r i t i c 
slightly mad. But then, Hagen 
isn’t writing for them. It is ob­ 
vious that he is writing to 
please himself and his read­ 
ers. 
The introduction by cowboy 
poet S. Omar Barker describes 


Hagen as a m instrel and en­

“Contrary Country” w a s 
first published several years 
ago, and has now been re­ 
issued with revised text and 
added material. 


The publisher, S t e p h e n 
Green Press, says it has done 
so because “we have long felt 
that it is one of the very best 
of New England books, one 
that deserves to stay in print.” 


It is a look at the history of 
the V erm onter and his pecu­ 
liar trait of “waywardness” 
from the earliest a r r i v a l s 
through Calvin C o o 1 i d g e . 
Some of the stories related 
are humorous, even hilarious. 
Others are serious examina­ 
tions of the New E n g l a n d 
character put to the test. 


“Verm onters are chemically 
unable to endorse the popular 
view,” Hill contends, and doc­ 
um ents that assertion with the 
stories in this book. 
Books on V erm ont’s geo­ 
graphical beauty are not hard 
to come by. But books on Ver­ 
m ont’s people are more diffi­ 
cult to find — particularly 
books which afford such en­ 
joym ent in the reading as does 
this one.

'STARTED WITH A DIME' 
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Vera Borzy Credits Artistic 
Triumphs To Good Luck Piece 


If 
distinctive 
sculpture 
bold stroke paintings, modern 
ceramics or ladies* hats rate 
high on your list of interests, 
there is a good chance that 
you are already familiar with 
the name, Vera Borzy. 


If not, there will be plenty 
of opportunity in the near 
future to see her work or to 
enjoy her class at the College 
of Marin in Kentfield. 
In the Vttle more than five 
years that Vera Borzy has 
been producing fine art her 
work has been exhibited at 
the Frances Young Gallery, 
the San Francisco Museum of 
Art, the DeYoung Museum, 
the 1060 California State Fair, 
the Marin Art and Garden 
Fair and the Richmond Art 
Center. In the spring of this 
year she held a one-man show 
at the Dutch Art Gallery in 
San Rafael. 


THE ARTISTIC talents of 
Vera 
Borzy 
were 
evident 
when 
as a 
teen-ager, she 
studied art at the Academy of 
Art in Petrograd <now Iienin- 
grad) in her native Russia. 
Her studies at the academy 
were cut short bv the revolu­ 
tion, and she and her family 
were forced to flee the coun­ 
try. They settled in London, 
hut there was no time for art. 
Vera worked to make her liv­ 
ing—first in an office and 
later as a hat designer, open­ 
ing her own shop on Baker 
Street under the name of 
“Madame Vera.” 
During a Paris vacation she 
met Boris Borzy, and soon 
after the meeting they were 
married. They lived in the 
French citv until 1946 when 
they had the opportunity to 
come to America. 
“I will always remember 
the hardships and horrors of 
life in Paris during the war,” 
says Mrs. Borzy. “and I bless 
the day when I stepped on 
American soil.” For the Bor- 
zys, the hardships were not 
all left behind. With only the 
possessions they could pack 
into two suitcases, they faced 
the prospect of beginning all 
over again in their new coun­ 
try. 


THEY SETTLED in Santa 
Rosa and Vera found work al­ 
tering women’s clothing in a 
department store. But things 
were more difficult for her 
husband, who spoke little Eng­ 
lish. 
He 
worked 
digging 
ditches while he studied the 
new language and learned the 
American techniques of bis 
profession. In 1948 the Borrys 
moved to Marin. Mrs. Borzy 
again became “Madame Vera” 
and opened a millinery shop 
in San Anselmo. In 1956, with 
her husband established as a 
dental technician, Vera de­ 
cided to retire and return to 
her long interrupted study of 
art. 


She enrolled at the College 
of Marin where she still con­ 
tinues to work in ceramics, 
sculpture and painting. In ad­ 
dition to her studies at the 
college, she is now on the 
faculty and next Tuesday she 
will begin another term teach-

ing millinery. The class is 
open to both adult and regu­ 
lar students, and meets on 
Tuesday and Friday morn­ 
ings. 
During the 1961 Marin Art 
and Garden Fair, Vera Borzy 
was awarded three prizes in 
sculpture at the Marin Society 
of Artists’ Annual Show. 
“This recent good luck.*’ 
insists Vera, “really all start­ 
ed with a dime. It was just be­ 
fore the fair opened and I 
wras in ceramics class at the 
college. As I worked on the 
wheel my tool hit something 
hard. I dug a dime out of the 
clay—such an odd thing to 
find—and decided to keep it 
as a talisman. Surely enough, 
things began to happen: I sold 
a painting and many other 
happy things took place. But 
most satisfying, of course, 
was to win so many honors 
at the fair.” 
“Family,” a ceramic sculp­ 
ture, took first prize at the 
annual show\ It also received 
the Dimitroff purchase award 
and will be presented to the 


new Marin County Civic Cen­ 
ter upon its completion. 
Another piece of sculpture, 
“Flying Dutchman,” took the 
second prize at the event. 
Mrs. Borzy also had paint­ 
ings accepted in both the Ma~^ 
rin Society of Artists and the 
county shows at the fair. 


ANOTHER honor went to 
the Borzy household when her 
husband, Boris, entered his 
first work in the county art 
show and came away with the 
first place award for mosaic 
mural.
